Spacewalk Could Return ARISS Ham Sta- 
tion in ISS Columbus Module to 
the Air 


Amateur Radio on the International Space Station 
(ARISS) reports that efforts to determine what’s keep- 
ing the ham station in the ISS Columbus module off 
the air have been unsuccessful thus far. The radio equip- 
ment works, but no signal appears to be reaching the 
external ARISS antenna. The station, typically operated 
as NAISS, has not been usable since new RF cables 
were installed during a January 27 spacewalk. 

During the January EVA, the coax feed line installed 11 
years ago was replaced with another built by the Euro- 
pean Space Agency (ESA) and Airbus. 


During a March 13 spacewalk, astronauts Mike Hop- 
kins, KF5LJG, and Victor Glover, KISBKC, plan to 
return the ARISS antenna feed line cabling to its config- 
uration prior to the January 27 spacewalk. 


For the time being, ARISS school and group contacts 
with crew members have been conducted using the ham 


station in the ISS Service Module.

The ClubLog Blog reports that FT8 contacts made up 
an impressive 84% of the 1,777,945 amateur radio 
contacts for the 50 MHz band recorded on ClubLog 
between March 1, 2020 and March 26, 2021 

Michael Wells G7VJR notes "With the often sporadic 
nature of the openings on 6m, it’s easy to see the up- 
sides of all the activity being easy to find in a narrow 
segment of the band, and of course the signal-to-noise 
advantage of the mode is attractive."
